WORLD SCIENCE 


Little Known Regarding 
Stimulating Fluid 


Physicians Disagree on Value 
to People 


Chemical 
Human Mystifies 


BY FREDERIC J. HASKIN 
{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—It is a 
curious fact that while the peo- 
ple of the United States and of 
several other countries have pro- 
hibited or limited the human con- 
sumption of alcoholic beverages, 
science has admittedly not~ yet 
reached a final determination as 
to just what alcohol is or pre- 
cisely what its effects are upon 
the human system. There aré many 
schools of thought upon the mat- 
; ter, but it appears that the back- 
ground of the teaching concerning 
the use of alcohol is ethical and 


moral rather than physiological). 
Science still stands somewhat per- 
plexed by the, mysterious liquid 
which has calused so many eth- 
ica] and political controversies. 
There seems actually to have 
been more inquiry and expression 
in the literary field than in the 
~scientific about potable alcohol. 
Literature and tradition are full 
of allusions and opinions concern- 
ing it. Science has had much to 
say on the purely chemical and 
industria) side and nas treated at 
large of denatured or wood a!- 
cohol and its effects and uses in 
chemistry and industry, but there 
has not been much published on 
the human side. 


NOAH PLANTED VINE 


Literature and tradition are in- 
separable beverage alcohol. 
Tradition says that the first thing 
Noah did when he alighted from 
the Ark after so many weary 
weeks of tossing upen the flooded 
earth, was to plant a vine. The 
god Bacchus was one of the prin- 
cipal pagan deities of the early 
Greeks and all other early peo- 
Ples had their gods of the vine. 

But it seems that the doctors 
have given comparatively little at- 
tention to the substance from the 
purely investigative point of view. 
it might be suggested that they 
have been too busy curing patients 
of the effects of over indulgence 
to have free time for scientific re- 
search, but the fact remains that 
alcohol is a rather mysterious 
agent from the physiological 
point of view. 


LACK CERTAINTY 

During the war, the Liquor Con- 
trol Board and the Medica! Re- 
search Committee of Great Bri- 
some inquiries along 
this line but a report on their ac- 
tivities says: “It must be admitted 
that all the advances in knowl- 
edge. when applied to the actual 
problem, have produced very in- 
commensurate and disappointing 
results. There is far greater pre- 
cision of statement and _ fuller 
knowledge of details in all re- 
spects; but the final conclusions 
reached add littie-totthe old ones 
and lack the established certainty 
that is expected of science.” 

The conclusions in the main are 
that alcohol is a food, and that its 
consumption by the human being 
furnishes a potent fuel. It passes 
into the blood and there is oxidized 
or consumed. There is in the 
medical world a controversy 
among physicians as to whether 
aicohol is a stimulant or a nar- 
eotic. There are numerous ad- 
herents of each opin.on. 
Deectors, however, agree upoh 
the cardinal point that while al- 
cohol ia a food, valuable in its 
right use, it is unwholesome and 
dangerous when used to excess. 
There is no dispute about that.

SENATOR EXPLAINS 


The Senator's explanatory state- 
ment follows: 

“Counting every killed soldier 
as representing 100,000 francs of 
capital destroyed and each muti- 
lated soldier 50,000 francs, France, 
Great Britain and Italy with 2,- 
650,000 dead and 3,000,000 muti- 
lated, suffered a total capita! loss 
of 415,000,000,0606 gold frances. 
Adding 5600,000.000,000 in new 
debts and 150,000,000,000 for 
reparations this represents for the 
three countries 1,065,000,000,000, 
or 8520 francs per head of popu- 
lation. 

“The United States with 60,000 

dead, 100,000 mutilated and a 100,- 
000,000,000 francs war debt, 
only 1000 gold franca per head. 
The total amount, three Allies and 
America, taken together, repre- 
sents 6025 gold francs per head 
of population. 
“Consequently to bear a fair 
share, Americans ought to~pay 
an additional 4025 gold francs per 
he:J, that is to say, about $88,- 
000,000,000, instead of claiming 
$12,000,000,000 from Burope. 


COURAGE LACKING 


“Nobody has courage enough to. 
dare to say this to the Americans. 
If the latter realized it, many of 
the undoubtediy would admit 
the jJustness of the claim that we 
saved America and that more than 
2,500,000 of our men died for her. 
That's wnat European statesmen 
ought to tell America. 

“The American war debt repre- 
sents only 10 per cent of the na- 
tional wealth, whereas the Brit- 
ish debt represents 40 per cent 
and the French debt 50 per cent. 
“We further ought to protest with 
the greatest enenrgy against the 
American tariff.”’

ARIZONA IS 
UNCERTAIN 


Industrial Leader Sees 
No Evidence Now of 
Better Conditions 


PHOENIX (Ariz.) Jan. 123.— 
President P. G. Spilsbury of the 
Arizona Industrial Congress sees 
no evidence of better conditions in 
the State’s mining industry during 
1924. He considers the mining in- 
terests “in a very precarious con- 
dition at thig time,” adding, “but 
the mines can afford to shut down, 
and it has become a case of the 
survival of the fittest.” 

At war-time prices for copper, 
he shows that the mines could op-; 
erate on 1.17 per cent copper ore, 
with ore reserves on that basis for 
thirty-two years. Mines now must 
have an average of 1.30 per cent, 
with reserves on that basis for 
only nineteen years. The copper in-

STATION IS | 
INSTALLED 


(EXCLUSIVES 
BISBEE (Ariz.) Jan. 18. — The 


new pumping plant of the Calumet 
and Arizona Company now is. be- 
ing lowered into the great Junction 
shaft and is to be in operation in 
March, handling most of the water 
pumped in the district. 

While the new pumping installa- 
tion falls short of being the largest 
in the world, it will bear the honor 
of having the largest lift, of 2200 
feet, for about 8000 gallons a min- 
ute, now handled by two interme- 
diate installations. The quantity of 
material may be judged by the fact 
that fifteen railroad cars were 
needed to transport the pumps and 
motors from eastern factories to 
Bisbee. 


The pumps are of Prescott plun- 
ger type, to turn fifty-two revolu- 
tions a minute, driven by Westing- 
house motors, of 10560 and 750 
horsepower each. Discharge to the 
surface is to he through two 
twelve-inch steel columns, with 
walls an inch thick. The largest 
pump weighs 198,000 pounds and 
the emaller two 155,000 pounds 
each. 

Great care has been taken to in- 
sure a steady supply of power. 
Ordinarily power will be furnished 
from the Calumet and Arizona 
emelter at Douglas, twenty-five 
miles to the eastward. In case of 
‘failure, connection is to be avail- 
able with the power plant of the 
Phelps Dodge concentrator at Don 
Lais and with the plant of the lo- 
eal electrical supply corporation. 
In addition at the head of the shaft 
is a large turbine engine installa- 
tion, for emergency.

Many things have bappened since that 
campaign of 1900, things that the Chinese 
have not been slow to observe. The Slavs 
confiscated church property and murdered 
or drove the Christian teachers into exile. 
Two years ago Turkey. followed suit. The 
Chinese watched and waited. No army of 
avengers punished the Bolsheviki for their 
crimes. The powers that were so quick to 
act in 1900 adopted a masterful policy of 
watchful waiting. When Turkey followed 
suit remonstrances were limited to conver- 
sation. The murderers and ravishers were 
not punished. They were permitted to re- 
tain their plunder.

SAVE OUR WATERSHEDS 

In the cool months a shortage of raino- 
fall is not felt—the pinch after a season 
deficient in moisture comes with the hot 
days of August and September following. 


season by taking care of our watersheds 
the problem of water supply for Southern 
California will every year become more dif- 
ficult to handle. 

Realizing how vital water is to the de- 
velopment of the Southwest and how ter- 
rible is the damage done to our mountain 
watersheds by constantly recurring forest 
fires, Mr. H. 8S. Bissell, head of the South- 
ern California Water Conservation Associa- 
tion, has addressed an appeal to the people 
of this section to see that a budget is pro 
vided for the county fire-fighting forces. 
The Supervisors may have to make ap 
emergency appropriation to supply adequate 
protection for the trees and brush and un’ 
dergrowth on whose preservation the peo 
ple’s water so greatly depends. 

Nature clothed our mountain slopes with 
verdure to catch and hold the rains of the 
cool season. When this cover is burned 
the rainfall no longer sinks in—it runs off— 
and in running off, carries away the soil in 
which the verdure was rooted—in time thus 
changing a forest glade into a bare rocky 
wilderness. 

Acre by acre, year after year, forest fires 
have been diminishing our natural reser- 
voirs for holding the water needed in the 
dry months of:summmer and fall. It is time 
we roused ourselves to the consequences 
of this waste by fire—this community sui- 
cide by inches. 

Now is the time for action. That action 
can only be made effective by providing 
sufficient public funds to prepare the field 
forces for the fight before the dreaded for- 
est fire has started its work of destruction. 
Fire lines must be laid out at strategic 
points. A fire break to the fire’ fighter is 
what a trench is to the soldier. Trails must 
be built into the hills. Only he who has 
fought a fire knows what a sudden change 
of wind may mean when there is no trail 
out. Supplies of food and water must be 
sent to the front and worn-out fighters re- 
placed by fresh men. All this is impossible 
without proper trails. And stored water of 
incalculable value may be lost to the com- 
munity for the want of them. 

These preparations cost money, but they 
must be made, and they must be made 
quickly. 


OW TO READ CONRAD 

Now that everybody is talking—or ar- 
guing—about Joseph Conrad, it might be 
well to get up a set of instructions on how 
to read Conrad. For Conrad is something 
like a Rolls-Royce. -You can’t get the hang 
of him as easily as you can of a flivver. 

This isn’t a Conradian age we live in. 
Nowadays most people don't have libraries 
where they retire to read in absolute pri- 
vacy. They have little rooms in which they 
do their reading amid countless distrac 
tions. And when one considers that, it is a 
wonder that Joseph Conrad ever got to first 
base in the modern literary game. For 
Conrad can only be read understandingly 
in an atmosphere in which one’s whole at- 
tention can be absorbed by the werds one 
reads. 
“Il Trovatore” would be cheap melodrama 
without the music. So would “Pagliacci” 
or “Cavalleria Rusticana.” Just so “Lord 
Jim” or “The Nigger of the Narcissus” or 
even “Victory” wouldn’t be worth a hoot 
without e words. And, unless you can

Plenty of clever and even brilliant people 
have no use for Conrad—for clever and 
brilliant people generally are impatient and 
busy. A young novelist who owned “The 
Nigger of the Narcissus” (which Henry 
James Forman describes as “that sonata in 
words”) confesses he had it three years 
without reading it. He tried frequently, 
but couldn't get into it. .He was looking 
for the story. He wondered why the plot 
didn’t develop, why the heroine wasn’t in- 
troduced. But one night he was all alone 
and had nothing to do and came on the 
book again. He decided to read the fore- 


for writing it. And then came his awaken- 
ing. He read the book clear through—and 
then read it clear through again—before he 
could go to bed. There wasn’t any “plot”— 
it was just a miraculous motion picture of 
a voyage and a storm at sea, in which the 
character of every man on board was re 
vealed by lightning flashes—yes, not only 
revealed but photographed on the reader's 
brain. He knew Conrad had done some- 
thing to him and for him which no other 
writer had done. 

Don't try to skip through Conrad. You 
can no more do that than a pearl-fisher can 
skip about the beach and find pearls. Don’t 
try to read him in a crowd or while listen- 
ing in on anything else. Don’t read him 
in monthly installments in a magazine. 
Don't read him just to acquire a conversa- 
tional knowledge of him. And don’t read 
him at all unless you can read him with 
entire absorption. For only thus can you 
be carried into a new world and be thrilled 
by meeting great hearts and wonderful ad- 
ventures.

What foods are fattening? wed 
foods are fattening. Lettuce is 
fattening, cucumbers arg fattening.

fattening, or may be an irritant, 
if it happens to be more than the 
system needs. 


Some foods are much more fat- |. 


tening than others. Ah, yes! The 
concentrated foods, such as sugar 


fat- 

tening than the watery foods, evfeh 
as vegetables and fruits; ut 
measured by their energy values, 
100 C. of lettuce (approximately 
16 ounces) is just as fattening as 
100 C. of butter (approximately 
one-half ounce.) The reason we 
have to have a standard unit = 
the 
\energy value of foods, is because 
fe cannot measure that value in 


What combinations of food are 
fattening? Any combination of 
food is fattening if it happens to 
be more than the system needs. 

You have often read, in the ad-— 
vertisements of a certain system 
of reducing, the following state- 
ment: “A noted ecientist has made 
the worderful discovery that cér- 


tion with other foods will actually 
consume fat!" The statement is 


false. There are no combinations 
of food that will “actually con- 
sume fat:"” wish there were! It’s 


too good to be true, if anything 
was ever too good to be true. Cer- 
tain combinations are more fat- 
tening than others, yes, but simply 
because the combined are 
more fattening. _ 

You could reduce on a diet of 
white bread, fate and sugar, Com- 


in calories and justly the 
reputation of being fattening foods. 
However, if on a diet like this you 
did not secure enough calories dur- 
ing the day for your energy and 
heat needs, you would reduce on 
it. But, of course, such a diet 
would be unwholesome both for 
reducing and for general use, be- 
cause it is deficient in mineral 
salts, Vitaming and protein. 

In reducing your weight ft is 
highly important to reduce excess 
fat only, for the excess fat is the 
only tissue that you can spare. 
in your reducing diet 
you must supply vitamins, mineral) 
elements, protein and part of your 
energy needs. 

I want you to have a_ certain 
foundation in those 1200 C.’s every 
day, to supply your needs, so that 
in reducing your weight you will 
not reduce your strength and 
health at the same time. After 
you have this foundation, you’ can 
make your own choice of foods for 
the balance of your diet. You 
should have: 

First: At least a half pound, but 
better a pound, of some watery 
vegetables (the green leaf vege- 
tables are especially g00d)-——let- 
tuce, spinach, celery, asparagus, 
watercress, cabbage, beet-top 
greens, tomatoes, etc. A pound of 
these, cooked or uncooked, with- 
out fat, will be approximately 
100 C. 


Second: One-half pound of other 
vegetables such as carrots, beets, 
onionsp parsnips, turnips and 
squash, etc. That will approximate 
another 100 C.

AMOUNT SLADING 

Where a debt is worthless, either 
wholly or in part, the amount 
which is worthiess and charged 
off cr written down to a nominal 
amount on the books of the tax- 


payer, it shall ae allowed as & 
reduction in computing net in- 
come. No deduction is allowed 


for the part of any debt  ascer- 
tained to be worthless and charged 
off prior to January 1, 1921, un- 
less and until the debt is ascer- 
tained to be worthless and is 
finally charged off, or is charged 
down to a nominal amount, or the 
loss is determined in some other 
manner by a closed and completed 
transaction.

If a state- 
ment ia attached at the time of fil- 
ing return, it will aave the taxpayer 
making explanations at some fu- 
ture date. 

No deduction can be taken as a 
bad debt on account of the depre- 
ciated value of bonds or other se- 
curities. For instance, if when 
one purchased an av‘omobile the 


cost was $2000 and the market 


value is now $1500, there is no 
deduction of this $500 difference 
An value. If the machine is for 
other than personal convenience 
or pleasure, the gain or loss will 
be reflected at the time of mak- 
ing sale. if the machine is not a 
business necessity then there is 
no deductible loss. 

No loss ia deductible on account 
of damage to crops. For instance, 
an electrical storm or a frost will 
decrease the volume of fruit re- 
ceived from orchards: no loss can 
be taken which represents the dif- 
ference in valbe that would have 
been received had there not been 
a storm or frost. For income-tax

“The Bible: That if, the Holy 
Seriptvres conteined in the Old 
and New Testament, tranflated ac- 
¢ording to the Ebrew and Greeke 
and confe:red with the beft tran- 


moft profitable annotations upon 
all hard places, and other things 
of great importance. Imprinted at 
London by Robert Barker, printer 
to the King’s moft Excellent Maj 
esty, 1610.” 

That this Bible is not an edi- 
tion of the authorized King James 


Version is evident frum the fol- 
lowing facts: 
King James I, son of Mary, 


Queen of Scots, first ruler of the 


House of Stuart, was first 
the combined throne of England 
and Scotland, acceding in 1603, 
and died in 1625.- The authorized 
King James version of Holy Writ 
was begun in 1604 and finished in 
1611. This was one year follow- 
ing the edition issued by Barker. 

That Miss Collom's Bible is not 
a Coverdale is evident from the 
style of print and from the fact 
that it was printed nearly a cen- 
tury later than the Coverdale. The 
date also proves that it is not a 
Bishop's Bible, the latter having 
been issued in 1568. It is po 


Bishop's Bible, but there ie much 
evidence to prove that it is not an 
authorized ng James edition. 
The fact that, so far as known, 
this is the only Bible of its kind 
in the worid, would indicate that 
before many copies had been 
printed King James informed the 
Printer, Mr. Barker, that his head 
would have a better chance of re- 
maining on his shoulders if he sus- 
pended publication.

Vital statistical records of the 
Coliom family were inscri on 
the blank leaves prior to 1776, for 
the dates are plainly legible, al- 
though the words are so blurred 
that they are unreadable. 

The first clearly penned record 
is as follows: “John Collom, son of 
Jayse Collom, and Jane, his wife, 
was born the ilth of July, at 11 
o'clock at night in the year of our 
Lord, one thousand seven hundred 
and seventy-six.” 

“The book is my most cherished 
posession,” said Miss Coliom. “Ine 
omy thing’ that would induce me 
to part with it would be to obtai 
enough money through its sale to 
make my old mother comfortable 
for the rest of her life. She is 83 
years of age. She was once a well- 
known singer, although now she 
sings only to hergelf and to God.” 

Although cannot prove it, 
Miss Collom is convinced that 
the Bible was brought to America 
on the Mayflower, her ancestors 
having been among the Quakers 
who came to New England in 
search of that intangible but ¢s- 
sential requirement of the free 
souli—religious liberty. One of her 
ancestors, on her father’s side, 
‘married a member of the Jenkins 
family which came with William 
Penn to Pennsylvania and rounded 
Jenkinstown. 

George Franklin Collom, Miss 
Collom's father, was a writer aad 
a great lover of books, and his 
daughter, who is a playwright, in- 
herited much of his genius. 

“At one ime my father had 
| 6000 valuable books in his library 
j at Chicago,” said Miss Colliom. “He 
was a genius and, therefore, not a 
money maker, but he imagined he 
couid amass a fortune by investing 
in an orange ranch in F.orida. So 
‘he went to Florida and established 
his personal library at Tallahasses. 
Then one night there was a fire and 
nearly all the books were de- 
stroyed. Among the few volumes 
saved was this precious old Bibie. 
{Since it came into my hands, at 
my father’s death, I have often 
thought of that scriptural passage, 
‘Heaven and earth shall pass away, 
but my words shall not pass 
away.”

Montana’s Sponge Rocks 

The sponge rocks in Montana 
have attracted the attention of 
tourists amd scientists by reason of 
the remarkable tracery and poros- 
ity of their formation. They ap- 
pear like vast pleces of pumice 
stone intricately carved by nature 
into innumerable cells, webs and 
cavelets. Some of the pieces are 
almost threadlike. The rocks are 
stated by geologists to be carbinif- 
serous sandstone. The spongelike 
formation is, of course, due to both 
water and wind erosion, the softer 
particies of the rock having been 
washed down or blown away, leav- 
ing the harder portions standing. 


SET A RECORD 
The Canadian Pulp and 
Association says that newsprint 
production in six months of 1923 
has set a record. Up to the end 
of June. Canadian mills manufac- 
tured 619,802 tons of newsprint pa- 
per, which represented a daily pro- 
duction of 3973 tons, or about 746 
tons more than the dally average 
throughout 1922.
